He’s made his mark 


m Joe Howie is named to BCHS esteemed ‘Hall of Fame’ 


Year after year, the Boyne City High School Hall of 
Fame has counted among its honorees new members who 
have traveled far and wide following their edtf€ation at 
Boyne City, achieving a wide variety of accomplishments 
both professionally and personally in their chosen fields 
and communities. 

This year, however, the honor goes to one who has cho- 
sen to use his exceptional skills to make a difference right 
where he got his start. A member of the Boyne City High 
School Class of 1976, Joe Howie was named at last 
Friday's homecoming game half-time as the fatest in- 
ductee to the high school’s much-esteemed Hal! of Fame. 
Presented with a plaque at the game, Howie will also find 


_ his likeness and a plaque detailing his accomplishments 


in a permanent place of honor on the high school’s “‘Wall 
of Fame” display. 

It’s an honor, said high school principal Karen Jarema, 
that marks a story of “two dreams,” one belonging to 
Howie and one to his community. 


“In high school, he had gasoline running through his 
veins and a dream in his heart,” Jarema said at last week’s 
ceremony, referring to Howie’s dream of being the trans- 
portation supervisor for his hometown school district. In 
1991, he realized that dream, and, Jarema said, “through 
his vigilance, he helped to provide the safest school bus 
transportation possible for the children of his community.” 
In the course of his duties as the head of the Boyne City 
Schoo] District bus garage, which also includes buses from 
the Boyne Falls Public School, Howie set a state record 
for the number of consecutive “excellent” school bus fleet 
ratings in history, topping out at 11 years running. He was 
also named the 2000 Mechanic of the Year by the Michi- 
gan Association for Pupil Transportation. 

Howie has not only enjoyed professional success, but 
has also volunteered in the community, providing bus 
transportation on his own time for various school groups

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Presbyterian Church expansion underway 
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Grandvue ready to admit new residents 


It’s been a long haul, but the Grandvue Medical Care 
Facility renovation and expansion project begun in 2001 
is nearing completion, with construction crews moving 
into the final phase of the project. Hopeful projections, 
according to Grandvue administrator Penny Drury, indi- 
cate the work may be completed by the end of this year, 
or early next year. 

The progress 1s marked by the final phase 
of construction that requires moving residents, 
with the final resident move expected to be 
completed sometime next month. 

“We have finished one more resident wing, 
where residents’ bedrooms are, and that’s go- 
. ing to increase our census [numbers], Drury 
said. “Throughout the project, the actual bed 
number has not increased, we’ve just been 
moving people around. 

“At this stage, we’re now adding numbers.” 

For the first time in recent memory, Grandvue will be 
admitting a number of people at one time, with 17 spots 
coming available for potential residents. It’s a big step 
for a facility that has long had a lengthy waiting list. “We 
have had a number of people on the waiting list for a long 
time,” Drury said. “We want to get the word out that if 
you’ve been waiting to be admitted, now is the time to 
get on the waiting list, to start lining up the paperwork for 
admission.” 

Not only is the progress in construction good news for 


those awaiting admission, it's good news for those already 
in residence at the facility. “People will be able to stabi- 
lize a little bit in their final setting.” Drury noted. There 
is, however, work yet to be done, with the final-phase 
creation of the “center core” of the facility, which includes 
the administrative offices as well as the facility’s “Main 
Street,” which will include such homestyle amenities as

an ice cream shop and a “movie theatre,” for residents to 
enjoy on their own and with family and friends. 


“We're really anxious for the Main Street [portion of 


the project],” Drury said. “We're shooting for finishing 
that yet this year.” 

in the meantime, residents and visitors are being asked 
to bear with the inconveniences that are inevitable in an 
extensive construction project for just a litde bit longer. 
According to Drury, until the project is completed, the 
facility will continue to require two separate outside pub- 
lic entrances, one for the north wing and one for the south. 
‘Having the central core not finished is certainly not still 


ideal,” Drury said. “You can't go from one end to the 
other without going outside.” 

Ultimately. however, Drury feels that the end result, 
not only in terms of structure but culturally, will more 
than justify the inconveniences along the way. 

In conjunction with the $7.5 million construction 
project, which was approved by Charlevoix County vot- 
ers in 2000, the facility has added to its al- 
ready progressive care approach by creat- 
ing a more homelike setting, focusing on 
including residents in as much of daily de- 
cision making as possible. 

“The culture changes have been just de- 
veloping beautifully [| think,” Drury said. 
“We really are about having the resident- 
driven decision making, empowering staff, 
empowering residents.” Measures implemented have in- 
cluded “neighborhood meetings” held “almost daily,” 
during which residents give input about what outings and 
activities they'd like to take part In, as well as things like 
a flexible breakfast schedule, which allows residents to 
get up whenever they want, and have a meal prepared for 
them in a small, kitchen-like setting. 

“It's just giving a lot more choices, independence and 
choices to residents, and they are really enjoying it,” Drury 
said.
